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Alfalfa, Grape 
Disease Carried 
By Same Insect 


Dwarf diseases in alfalfa and 
Pierce’s disease in grapes are 
spread by the same insects. Fred 
Jensen, assistant Tulare county 
fram advisor, says that is why 
dwarf disease in alfalfa is often 


found near vineyards infested 
with Pierce’s disease. 
Leafhoppers suck the life 


juices from grapevines or alfalfa 
and in that way spread the vir- 
us from plant to plant and from 
grapes to alfalfa. They also feed 
on other plants and weeds. 

Dwarf disease shortens the 
life of alfalfa plants. The disease 
is not carried in the soil, only in 
the plants. For that reason, it 
can be eliminated by plowing up 
the stand, making certain to 
destroy all the plants, and re- 
seed. The new stand will be free 
of the disease until infected by 
insects carrying the virtls from 
other host plants. 

Dwarf disease can be identifi- 
ed in alfalfa by inspecting the 
roots. Yellowish discoloration un- 
der the bark of the roots indi- 
cates the plant has been attack- 


which would give the average 
hunter a better chance to “bring 
home the bacon.” 

The season on ducks was split 
into two separate periods, this 
year; this was a smart move on 
the part of game officials, and 
should help the poor duck situ- 
ation. A heavy flight of ducks 
has been predicted, for the Pacif- 
ic fly-way, with good shooting 
during the first period of the 
season, Al Jessen, in an address 
to ‘Ducks Unlimited’’ of Fres- 
no said, ‘““We should have a plen- 
tiful supply of birds for the ear- 
lier season, but it is doubtful 
there will be enough water and 
feed for the ducks during the 
later season.” 

Hunters can shoot only four 
birds in one day, with eight 
birds in possession; this is much 
smaller than last year’s bag-lim- 
it, and should help the ducks 
to make a come-back.

Grain Saving 
Ideas Are Listed 
For Farm Wife 


With the present desire to 
save grain through use of less 
meat, poultry and bread, each 
of us should check our method 
of cooking fresh food and of 
using left overs. 

Too often we serve larger por- 
tions of food than can be eaten, 
particularly to children. tI’s bet- 
ter to ask for a second helping 
than to take more than can be 
eaten. : 

Cereal is a food many of us 
are prone to cook too mueh of, 
and since it is difficult to use 
as a feltover, is often wasted. 

And here are some ways to 
use old bread. 

1. Roll dry crumbs and store 
in a jar for dredging such foods 
as egg plant, fish and cutlets. 

2. For bread that is not too dry 
use as French toast; in cheese 
dishes, toasted for basis of 
creamed dishes, in bread pudd- 
ing, in meat loaf, as dressing for 
stuffed fowls, pork chops, breast 
of veal.

And for cake, that dries out, 
grind and use crumbs with chop- 
ped. nuts for coffee cake and 
pudding topping. Or line pan 
with thin glices of old cake as 
base for any prepared pudding 
mix, Or alternate thin layers 
of old cake with whipped cream 
mixed with crushed fruit. 
CHOCOLATE BREAD PUDDING 

Scald three cups of milk, add 
two squares of chocolate and 
pour over three cups of dry 
bread crumbs. 

2 beaten eggs 

lee. sugar 

% tsp. salt 

1 tsp. vanilla. 5 

Combine above ingredients 
and mix thorougly. Add to bread 
mixture, Pour into greased cas- 
serole and sprinkle with chopped 
walnuts. Bake in shallow pan 
of water at 350 for one hour. 
Serve with cream. Makes enough 
for eight servings.

yA START HAS BEEN MADE 
LET’S KEEP IT MOVING 

: Although the meeting of ranchers and business men, calle 
last week to discuss the possibility of a fair for this community, 
got off on several tangents, considerable thought and opinion was 
i exchanged and the «prevailing idea that perhaps this community 
‘farm enterprise might take the form of a purebred stock sale is a 
good one. 

-As was pointed out at the. meeting, facilities to handle 
a sale, or sales, is far less expensive than facilities for a full-fledged 
fair. And with the number of registered stock breeders in this 
- community -—— beef cattle, dairy cattle, swine and horses —sales 
could be developed if the proper push is put behind them. 

: However, most of the meeting talk centered around size- 
able projects involving the expenditure of considerable money. Which 
“is all right if various individuals. of the community desire to form 
‘some sor of organization and put up the necessary money for a fair 
grounds or sales yard, or a combination of both. 

But in event the more extensive plans do not work out, 
we believe that the idea of a fair and stock sale should not be 
dropped. If it is not possible to start with everything we need, -let 
us start with what we have and do the best we can with it. 

And along this line of thinking, we suggest that the com- 
mittee investigating type and cost of some sort of agricultural event 
for this community, develop two recommendations—one a sort of 
‘shoot the works” plan based on the assumption that money can 
’ be raised to accommodate such a plan; the other, a more modest 
plan which anticipates starting with what we have and developing 
a stock sale or fair as a growing and constantly expanding event. 

It is important that we do not. undershoot—that we start 
with the. best possible facilities and ideas. But it is just as im- 
portant that we don’t get to talking in unattainable terms. It is 
fine to hitch our wagon to a star, but first we must have the wagon. 

At least, there is definite activity pointed toward some 
sort of community agricultural event. Now is the time to think and 
plan and above all, keep pushing. :

‘as started chicks at eight weeks 
and sometimes as more mature 
birds after they are older.

have to rely upon. Apparently, 


the well water we have used for 
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25 and 40 years is in grave 
danger. 

Speaking of Tule river, on 
which my ranch of 257 acres 
is situated, we have, on our river, 
19,000 acre-foot deficit average 
per year. Therefore, it is quite 
apparent that any water the lake 
could get the state to give them 
from any army-built dam would 
still further aggravate the pre- 
sent critical shortage along our 
river. 

We cannot help but assume 
that the same would be true 
on all three other rivers. That 
is the reason we are gr€atly al- 
armed when Congress throws 
away large parts of the Central 
Valley project plan and lets cha- 
os prevail and threaten the only 
possible coordinated plan. 

Physically and financially, the 
Central Valley project plan is 
infeasable if built by more than 
one agency. Here in our dry val- 
ley, it has become common know- 
ledge, in spite of the publicists 
for hire, that the cheif benefi- 
ciaries of army built dams will 
be the speculators and land and 
water monopolies, 

The only way to stop these 
exploiters to any appreciable de- 
gree is for every river and dam 
to be kept an integral part of 
the great Central Valley project 
under the only agency directed 
by Congress to protect peoples 
water rights, and also directed 
by Congress to recognize state 
vater law. That one and only 
agency is the Reclamation Bur- 
eau.

Cows in dairy herd improve- 
ment association set a new all- 
time record of production. last 


year, according to C. L. Pelissier, 


assistant Tulare county farm ad- 


visor. California cows again: lead. 


all the states. 

He says the report of the dairy 
herd improvement association 
prepared by’ G. BE. Gordon, 
specialist in dairying of the Ag- 
ricultural Extension service, 
shows cows in the dairy —herd 
improvement program averaged 
349 pounds of butterfat and 8,- 
635 pounds of milk for the 
United States. This is an im- 
provement of 15 per cent in the 
last fifteen years. 

The average production of all 
California tows for 1946 was 274 
pounds of fat per cow for the 


‘year, just 100 pounds below the 


average for cows in the dairy 
herd improvement associations. 
At farm prices to California 
dairymen in 1946, members of 
cow testing associations receiv- 
ed $119 more income per cow 
than did the average of all Cali- 
fornia dairymen in 1946. 

This analysis shows the im- 
portance of high volume in pro- 
duction as related to income, 
Pelissier says.
